Kentucky's War Claim. 

The Spanish War claims ( 
the State of Kentucky pr< 
seuted to the department b 
Capt. C. C. Calhoun, of Le: 
ington, will be certified b 
the Auditor within a fe' 
days. They will amount to 
about 830,000, which is in ex- 
cess of the amount expected 
by the State officials. These 
claims involve pay due sol- 
diers of the four volunteer 
regiments. Capt. Calhoun 
said today that he will appeal 
from the decision of the Au- 
ditor to the Controller of the 
Treasury as soon as certifi- 
cation is made. The Auditor 
he said, settled the claims 
upon a basis which will not 
allow the regiments as much 
tre entitled to. For 
example the rations and pay 
nf the first and second i-egi- 
ments from the time they re- 
ported for duty to the date of 
enrollment have been disal- 
lowed. Capt Calhoun be- 
the Controller will pass 
upon the case and dispose of 
the appeal within a month, 
the event of favorable 
action the soldiers will re- 
ceive about §30,000. No con- 
gressional action is necessary 
for the payment of this claim.
